Mr^ Ann Webster, of Washington, D. 
C., chairman of

hygiene 


committee of the National League of

Mrs. Webster asserted that while 


every state has not enacted

enforced." 


Declaring that preventive measures 


were 
of primary 
importance, Mrs. 


Webster said "we often 
hear,

that the war I? over, that there is no 
longer necessity for 
continued 
vigi- 


lance: that; after all, segregation 
is 


the only way to control vice and to 
prevent crimes against women." 


These are all defenses of the un- 


derworld, and of those who profit by 
Its success." she 
continued.

"Damping" ot oscillations and 


their "decrement" when damped 
are terms commonly 'used lu 
radio work. 
Tliey may sound 


rather formidable to Eome. but 
they are very easily understood, 
For example, the familiar pen- 
dulum when drawn to oue Bide 
from Us position of rest and 
then released swings to and 
fro for a timo and comes to rest. 
The force applied to start the 
swings la ot course the forcible 
displacement of tho pendulum 
when drawn to oue side. 
As 


the pendulum swings. It meets 
the resistance due to the fric- 
tion between itnelf and the air. 
During each .swing thi9 resist- 
ance uses up some ot the energy 
and the pendulum swings grow 
smaller and smaller in ampli- 
tude until they finally cense. 
This decrease of amplitude of 
each succeeding swiua is due to 
the dampins effect of the fric- 
tional resistance. And the rela- 
tion ot the height of one swing 
to thu preceding swing In the 
same direction would be a meas- 
ure of this damping. The ratio 
would be found to be fairly con- 
stant with any given pendulum. 
Therefore this ratio 
may be 


called the "decreasement" or, 
technically speaking, the "dccre- 


merit" of the pendulum swings 
or oscillations.

sardless of its frequency, awlugs 
baclt and forth through sn elec- 
trical circuit and Increases and 
decreases lu strength periodi- 
cally lu each direction ot flow.

OSCILLATION TRAIN 


When a condenser is charged 


aud allowed to discharge through 
a circuit containing a spark gap 
and a coll of wire in series with 
the condenser, oscillations are 
generated whose frequency is the 
natural frequency of. the circuit. 
This natural frequency depends 
upon the capacity of the conden- 
ser and the inductance of the coil. 


During 
one 
condenser dis- 


charge, one spark, the oscillations 
may take place at a very high fre- 
quency (a large number per sec- 
ond). 
But if the discharge only 
lasts a small fraction of a second, 
due to energy dissipation in the 
gap and other portions of the cir- 
cuit, there may only be a compar- 
atively few oscillations actually 
taking place. 
The current de- 


creases with each swing until it 
ceases to flow after a compara- 
tively few swings. 
No current 


will then flow until the conden- 
ser Is again charged and allowed 
to discharge. There is thus one 
group of oscillations for each 
condenser discharge, or for one 
spark. This group of oscillations 
is called nn "oscillation train" or 
a "train of oscillations." It might

just as well bo called a group. 
It would bo a group of "damped" 
oscillations, since the dying out is 
called "damping." 


It' the condenser IB charged and 


discharged one thousand Uine.3 
each second there are one thou- 
sand sparks per second. There 
are, 
therefore, o n e 
thousand 


groups or trains of damped oscil- 
lations per second, anil the group 
or train frequency is one thou- 
sand. The spark frequency is, ot 
course, also one thousand sparks 
per second. This frequency must 
never be confused with the oscil- 
lation frequency, which is always 
higher and depends only upon the 
capacity and inductance of tho 
discharge circuit. 


Jf there were no damping of 


the oscillations there would, of 
course, ho no trains of damped 
oscillations. 
Oscillations which 


aro not damped are called contin- 
uous oscillations, and if they ore 
periodically started and stopped 
they will, of course, be created in 
groups. We mny then also have 
groups of continuous oscillations, 
but continuous oscillations are 
not generated by I lie discharge of 
a condenser In tlie above manner.
